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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II (readable in claims 1, 2, 7-10) in the reply 
filed on September 25, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the search 
and examination of all fourteen claims in the application can certainly be made without serious 
burden. This is not found persuasive because each of the species discloses a different 
calendering arrangement and accordingly the required search differ, the "serious burden" has 
been established. 

The species in Group I discloses the web can be guided through the first stack 
exclusively; the species in Group II discloses the web can be guided first to complete the first 
stack and then to complete the second stack; the species of Group III discloses the web can be 
guided partly through the first stack, then to the second stack, and back to the remaining part of 
the first stack or vice versa of, through the complete second stack exclusively or partially through 
either of the stacks; and the species of Group IV discloses the web can be guided first to 
complete the second stack and then to complete the first stack. Because the feature of these 
inventions are different are therefore patentably distinct. According, the required search are 
differ, and thus, the "serious burden" has been established. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show "X", "Y" 
and "Z" as described in the specification on page 7, the last two lines and page 8, line 1. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be 
shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the Immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

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Claim Objections 

Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim does not refer back in the alternative only. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, the claim 9 has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 7, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, lines 2-3, and claim 7, lines 2-3, it is unclear what is meant by "a first 
stack" and u a second stack". Does it mean first and second stacks of rolls? If it does, it is 
suggested that these recitations be changed to "a first stack of rolls" and "a second stack of 
rolls". 

Regarding claim 1, the last three lines and claim 7, the last three lines, the recitation 
"where both of the stacks or parts of the stacks can be used . . . together with the other stack ..." 
is confusing and indefinite because this recitation appears to require a total of three stacks, 
whereas there are only two stacks are being claimed in lines 2-3. The specification does not 
provide support for a calender arrangement having three stacks of rolls. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 7 and 10, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Koskinen et al. (hereinafter "Kos") (US 6,003,440). 

Regarding claims 1 and 7, Kos discloses a method and an apparatus for treating a web 
(W) with heat (col. 4, lines 25-27) and compression in a calender arrangement (fig. 1, 2, 3, or 4), 
the calendering arrangement comprises a first stack of rolls (see the left set of rolls in fig. 1) and 
a second stack of roll (see the right set of rolls in fig. 1), each stack includes one or more 
calendaring nips (N'), the calendaring treatment is performed in calendaring nips of the first 
stack and the second stack (fig. 1), where both of the stacks can be used as a combination (fig. 
1). 

Regarding claims 2 and 10, the first treating mode is guided first through all of the nips of 
the first stack and after that through all of the nips of the second stack (fig. 1). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
■ Claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claim 8 would be allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a calender arrangement comprises the first stack of rolls 
is arranged on a first frame and the second stack of rolls is arranged on a second frame and the 
second frame is removable and adjustable connected to the first frame, in combination with the 
rest of the claimed limitations.
